While the In 
crease is comparatively small, yet it Is 
gratifying In view of the fad that tho 
output for January, 1925, was unusual¬ 
ly high and greatly in excess for the 
production of tho same month in pre¬ 
vious years.

Professors of Illinois University 
Credited With the Discovery 

Discovery of one of the five un¬ 
known chemical elements has beefl an¬ 
nounced by the University of Illinois, 
the work of Dr. II. S. Hopkins, profes- 1 
Bor of Inorganic chemistry, asRlsted by ' 
L. F. Yutema and J. S. Harris, of the ' 
chemistry staff. 

It was the first time such a dlscor-' 
ery over had been made in the Unit 1 
ed States. The new element If 
known in the chemical world as Num 
her 61. Eighty-seven of the possible 
92 simple substances known on the 
earth which have made up all com - 1 
pounds that exist previously had been 
Isolated and Identified. It is the com 
hinatlon of these various A'lements that 
make up matter. 

The specially constructed X ra> 
machinery with which the work was) 
carried on was designed and mnnu * 
factured on the campus. 

The most recently discovered ele¬ 
ment was , hafnium, announced In 
Copenhagen In 1923.

Some Advice For Motorists 

Warning Against Three Common *• 
Dangers Sent Out By Quebec 
Safety League 

Motorists are being circularized by • 
tho Quebec Public Safety League . 
against dangers often coincident with ; 
automoblling. Arthur Gaboury r man- • 
ager of the association, on Instruction 
of the executive has sent placards and 
posters broadcast, • warning against ; 
three particularly common dangers. 

The first shows in a vivid manner , 4 
the deadly effects of carbon monoxide 
from motor exhausts and bears the 
warning not to let the engine run in '* 
the garage unless windows and doors 
are wide open. This insidious gas, 
the notice shows, produces lethal ef- • 
fects without being noticed. 

Another common cause of accidents, 
the league points out. is filling the gas 
tank while the engine Is running. The 
motor should he stopped always and 
while some garages enforce this rule, 
others are not so particular In some, 
places the law obliges all motorists 
to* stop dead while filling. 

The third notice displays the danger' 
from explosion resulting from motor¬ 
ists who insist on smoking near tho 
gas tank, while looking for trouble 
around the engine, etc. No one. the 
notice shows, should Approach (he gas • 
tank, engine or other parts of the fuel 
system with lighted matches, cigars, 
cigarettes or pipes.
